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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species A: device with carrier and silver as germicide (claims 3-5) 

Species B: device with carrier and chemically attached germicide (claim 6) 

Species C: device with germicide and shape memory polymer carrier that dissolves and 
germicide (claim 7-9) 

Species D: device with germicide and elongated shape memory polymer carrier that 
does not dissolve(claims 10-12) 

Species E: device with germicide and elongated, foam, shape memory polymer canrier 
that does not dissolve (claims 13-15) 

Species F: device with germicide and elongated, foam, shape memory polymer canrier 
surrounded by a sheath that dissolves (claims 16-17) 

Species G: device with germicide and carrier with detachable end piece (claim 18) 

Species H: device with germicide and earner with pennanent catheter (claim 19) 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or othenA/ise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 

The following claim(s) are generic to devices that contain a gemnicide and carrier: 1-2 

and 20. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or con-esponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The common technical feature described above 
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cannot be special because it was known in the art at the time of the invention, Ferguson 
(EP01 22709) teaches an implantable device with an antibiotic coating (see abstract and page 1 
line 31- page 2 line 8).
